LITTLE ROCK (AP)—The Ar-j 


kansas Highway Commission to- 
day adjusted its long-range sec- 
ondary road program to comply 
with a 1901 law requiring it to 
spend at least $100,000 each year 
in each county. 


The Commission revised a thrce- 


year, program adopted early last 
ycai^tf meet the requirements of 
the new law, which was a result 
of a legislative compromise on 
division of highway revenues. 


Highway Director F. R. Oliver 


said every effort was made to fol- 
low the original program, which 
was based largely on need, but 
that the commission found neces- 
sary to cut back some of the 
larger programs in some counties 
anQo add projects in other coun- 
ties. 


"A few of the larger projects 


have had to be deferred in favor 
of smaller and 
less 
important 


jobs," Oliver said. He cited defer- 
ral of a 14-mile resurfacing pro- 
ject on state Highway 29 in Hemp- 
stead County. 


Estimated cost of this project 


was $360,500, but it would not ap- 
ply toward the $100,000 required' 
by .%e 1961 law. 


A three-mile project on state 


Highway 32, at an estimated cost 
of $111,000 was programmed in its 
place. 


Oliver said secondary road pro- 


jects in the original program were 
selected on the basis of critical 
deficiency, service to area and | 
population, maintenance consider- 
ations and economic growth to be 
rc'&zcd through improvements. 


Consideration was also given 


to the amount of primary work 
programmed in the counties in an 
effort to maintain an equitable 
geographical distribution of road 
construction," Oliver said.

ORDINANCE NO. 506 OF THE

LOOKOUT, TO SOUND WHISTLE, 
AND RING A BELL WHEN AP-

FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE 
CITY OF HOPE, ARKANSAS:!* 


SECTION I: It shall be the duty 


of all persons running trains with- 
in the corporate limits of the City 
of Hope, Arkansas, upon any rail- 
road, to keep a constant lookout 
for persons and property upon the 
tracks of any and all railroads, 
and it shall be the duty of all per- 
sons operating such trains to ring 
the bell and sound the whistle on 
any train, car or engine so 
alecl when approaching the pla 
where the said railroad shall cross 
any road or street. 


SECTION II: Ordinance No. 50fi 


of the City of Hope, Arkansas is 
hereby repealed.
